SUICIDE FOLLOWS MURDER. 


Largely through the efforts of Mrs. E. 
H. Harriman a fund of $40,000 a year for 
five years has been provided to maintain 
an experimental school for the study and 
administration of public business. The 
school will be started here, but its scope 
is intended to be National. Announce- 
ment‘ regarding its inetitutign and the 
details of the plan were made last night 
by the Bureau of Municipal Research. . 

Some years ago, according to the bu- 
reau,’°E.:H. Harriman became interested 
in municipal research as a method of in- 
creasing Governmental efficiency. His 
widow has been following the work done 
in this connection by the New York bu- 
-feau. Requests for the extension of it 
to other cities and-the inability to get a 
sufficient number of men who dre quali- 
fied to take it up suggested to Mrs. Har- 
|riman the need of providing a training 
school for public service, the announce- 
ment says. 

Wishing to learn how men familiar with 
Governmental problems would go about 
it to insure such training, Mrs. Harriman 
consulted personally’ and by correspond- 
ence business men, journalists, educators, 
and publig officials as to the nedi of a 
new kind of training for the study and 
administration, of public business. 

The statement says further: 

’ “In order to make possible.a five years’ 
test for a training school for public ser- 
vice Mrs. Harmman made the generous 
offer of a contribution of $40,000 for the 
first year and $10,000 a year for the suc- 
ceeding four years, conditioned on other 
contributions of $80,000 a year for the 
second, third, fourth, and fifth year being 
obtained. These contributions have been 
received from the following persons, thus 
creating a fund of over $40,000 a year for 
five years:

He asserts that when he 
lifted from the tournament field in Pasa- 
dena,. where he alighted one week. ago 
to-day, his —* was missing fire badly, 
and the gasoline/from his tank was spat- 
tering over his Motor. He was forced to 
come: to earth at 4 little’ place: called 
Coina Junction, on the outskirts of Bast 
Lake Park, and remained for more than 
an hour tinkering his engine before daring 
to risk further flight. 

It was after dark before he resumed: his 
journey to the sea at’ Long Beach, where 
his contract called for him to alight, after 
soaring over the waters of the Pacific. 

The engine was migsing worse than ever 
as the aviator arose on the last final lap 
in his journey. A dense haze hung over 
the earth and ‘a fresh breeze hit his ma- 
chine at uncertain angles. The lighta of: 
Compton were his guide, and he arose to 
about 500 feet above the fields and darted 
southward. James Dunn, his machinist, 
and W. Worth, a newspaper man; who 
followed him in an automobile, could tell.

Court Justice Joseph A,, Kellogg of Gle 

Falls. aii: 

Unless Mr. Barnes complies with the 
‘ourt’s order or takes ‘such other course 
as he may be advised,” a warrant will be 
issued committing * to the Albany 
County Jail. 

Upon being’ adviséd to-day of Justice 
Kellogg's decision, Mr. Barnes's attorneys 
at. once took ‘steps to carry the case to 
the highér courts. Mr, Barnes declined 
to-night to comment on. the decision, fur- 
ther than to say that the matter would 
be appealed: The investigating commit- 
tee does not meet again until Nov. 21. 

‘Mr. Barnes. when called as a witness 
by the committee offered to furnish a 
sworn transcript of tha Journal Com- 
pany’s accounts with the City and County 
of Albany; -but declined to produce the f 
books on the’ground that the private basi- 
ness of the company would become known 
to its competitors; 

The State Chairman was questidned at 
length by James~W. Osborne, counsel to 
the committee, concerning printing af- 
fairs in. Albany, and upon his refusel to 
answer certain questions. the committee 
directed Mr. Osborne’ to take the proper 
steps to compel~the witness to comply. 
Mr. Osborne later secured an order from 
Justice Kellogg directing Mr. Barnes to 
show causé Why he should not be com- 
mitted to the Albany County Jail for dis- 
regarding the committee's directions: 

The matter was argued at Ballston on 
Nov. 2, Mr. Osborne appearing for the 
committee and Senator Edgar T. Brackett 
of Saratoga and William M. Ivins of New

Improvement was looked for yesterday, 
but last night the condition of the 
‘| streets ih many parte of the city was 
worse than on Saturday and the riotous 
Bit | parte of the strikers hed increased. 
Murder has heen committed. for the de- 
struction of humen lif¢é while resisting 
authority iq murder under the law, 
and punishable as murder. The police 
in the performance of their duty wefe 
Geliberately easaulted, So far as thelr 
power “and authority go. the police 
have done well, but they are ebviously 
dineapable, without strong reinforce- 
ments, of restoring order, Neverthe- 
less, there -should pe“no dgiiiance, no 
compromise, with the. strikers. On 
that . point. no, intelligent ‘citizen can 

have two epinions. These strikers were 
‘appointed officials undér, the City Gov- 
ernment. They haye had ‘the benefits 
of a standing in the Civil Service, gould 


not be removed except for cause, and 


were entitled to pensions on retirement. 
They were not in the position of pri- 
vate employés, and needed fio union 
for mutual protection. Their gtrike isa 
rebellion against municipal authority. 
Their defiance of discipline touches 
every citizen. We could not live under 
@ Government which would weakly ac- 
cede to their demands, or consent to 
patley ‘with them. If necessary the 
whole available National Guard muét 
be called into action to protect the men 
at ‘work in the removal of the accumu- 
lations of refuse. 

Most. of thesé men are willing 
enough, but they are untrained, and 
naturally alarmed when bombs are ex- 
ploded near the carts they are_ driv- 
ing, flying brickbats hit them, and 
heavy articles, like clothes-wringers, 
strike and disable their, hotses.

work of removal proceeded yesterday;

Movement on Foot In ‘England to Curb 
American “ Railroad ” Method. 


Antagonism to the American style of 
service in the game of court tennis has
